A Probate suit came on for hearing, in 
which the plaintiffs, John Liston, of Car- 
rigeen, Croom, Co. Limerick, and John J. 
O'Donnell, of Charleville, Co. Cork, execn- 
tors, sought to have the last will of Elizabeth 
Moloney, spinster, deceased, late of Car- 
rigeen Castle, Croom, Co. Limerick, who 
died on the 27th September, 1925, proved in 
solemn form. The will in dispute, and a 
codicil thereto, were made on the 10th Sep- 
tember and the 30th September, 1924, re- 
spectively. The defendant, Bridget Murphy, 
ot Tram House, St. Anne’s Hill, Co. Cork. 
who is a first cousin, once removed, of the 
deceased, disputed the will on the usual 
statutory grounds and sought to have the 
will and codicil propounded by the plaintiffs 
pronounced against by the Court. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. J. F. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Binehy, (instructed by Messrs. 
P. J. Liston and Co appeared for the plain- 
r F. Denning, K.C.; Mr. 
J. K. O'Conwbr, K.C,, and Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Messrs. P. W. Bass 
and Co.) for the defendant. 

Mr, Lynch, opening the case on behalf of 
the plaintiffs, stated that the deceased lady 
lived alone, with the exception of whatever 
paid assistance she had about her, for a 
period of nine years, since the death of 
one of her brothers. As proof of her 
thoughtfulness, counse] said that this lady 
provided in her will for everyene of her 
relatives. Her assets totalled about £26,000, 
and, after making certain small pecuniary 
bequests by her will of 10th September, 1924, 
she left £1,000 to Mount Melleray for Masses, 
to be said in public; £500 to her niece, Mary 
Kelly; £500 to Maggie Burke, her house- 
keeper, and other bequests. By a codicil, 
dated the 30th September, 1924, she made 
certain bequests of her lands of Carrigeen 
and others and left the residue of her property, 


which consisted chiefly of about £20, cash. 


on deposit in various banks, in eleven equal 
shares—roughly about £1,500 apiece— 
amongst cousins and their descendants, The 
will, counsel said, was drawn up and 
executed by Mr. Liston, solicitor, who would 
tell the Court that the testatrix was of 


‘perfectly sound memory and understanding, 


and proved by her great business capacity 


that she thoroughly. understood what she 


was doing. 

Mr. P. Liston, solicitor, gave evidence of 
his having made tlie will of the testatrix. 
She was one of the shrewdest persons that 
he had known, and was perfectly capable of 
making .a will. i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Denning, the 
witness said that the entire estate was valued 
at £26,414 lls. 4d. for the purposes of 
probate. He was aware that there was over 
£15,000 in her own name on deposit receipt 


in bank, 
When you went out to the old lady on 


the 30th September at any time was there 


any envelope or other doeument handed to 
vou with a list of names? No. 

" Did you at any time tell anybody in the 
presence of Mrs. Murphy that a list of names 
of next-of-kin was produced on 30th BSep- 
tember? Never. 

The old lady, he continued, in answer to 
further questions, affixed her signature to the 
various documents connected with the 
making of the will and codicil without any 
assistance from anybody. 


Thomas O'Grady, motor driver, who wit- 
nessed the will, gave corroborative evidence 
as to his having seen the testatfmx sign her 


name without any assistance from anybody. 
Evidence was given by Dr. Costello and 


Surgeon Devane, Limerick, as to testatrix’s 
physical and mental capacity up to the time 


of her death, 


The Very Rev. Canon Curtin, P.P., Croom, 
stated that he visited Miss Moloney on the 
Thursday night before she died and found her 


quite capable of conversing with him. 


The further hearing was adjourned till this 


morning.

An action came on for hearing in which 
the plaintiffs were Joseph Becker, of 8 South 
Great George’s street, Dublin, and George 
Becker, of 17 North Earl street, Dublin, 
merchants, and the defendant was Michael 
Becker. of 65 Frankfort avenue, Rathgar. 

The plaintifis claimed to be the executors 
of the last will, dated 7th May, 1925, of 
Michael Becker, of 65 Frankfort avenue, 
Rathgar, who died on the 18th of November, 
1925, and to have the will established. 

The defendant, a son of thé deceased, 
entered a caveat to the will, which was dis- 
puted on the usual statutory grounds. 

The deceased was the head of the firm of 
Becker Bros., tea merchants, Dublin. and the 
asaets left amounted to about £9,000.

rosa-examined by Mr, Shannon—The wit- 
ness was not aware that the will made all 
the children of the deceased tenants in 
common of his house. A clause in the will 
regarding non-sale of certain shares was in- 
serted by the witness. The witness knew 
that the deceased had 5,534 shares in Becker 


} Bros., Ltd., and £3,000 in War Loan, in 


addition to other property. 

Mr. Joseph Becker stated that he is a 
director of the firm of Becker Bros., Ltd. 
Up to 1920 his father attended to business, 
but then, owing to theumatism, he was not 
able to go around; but the travellers for the 
firm and the witness used to visit him at his 
private house and discuss business matters 
with him. He was perfectly sound mentally. 

Colonel Charles F. Russell, a son-in-law of 
the late Mr, Becker, stated that he was a 
highly intelligent man. 

his closed the plaintiffs’ case. 

Mr. J. M. Maxwell, solicitor, a member of 
the firm of Maxwell, Weldon and Co., said 
that on the Lith of December, 1923,' in 
response to a message, he saw Mr, Michad! 
Becker at his residence. The message was 
that he wanted to settle his affairs, but he 
would not give the witness any instructions. 
He Seemed: dissatisfied with the com any. 
Witness again saw him on the 10th of March, 
1924, but he was unable to make up his mind 
as to what he would do with his property. 

Or. Pi G. Adye Curran stated that he 
attended Mr. Becker and his family. For five 
years before his death Mr, Becker was an 
invalid, and An February, 1924, he got a 
seizure, and, in his (Dr. Curran’s) opinion, he 
was quite unable to do any business sub- 
sequently. On the 7th of May, 1925. the wit- 
ness saw him, and he was very much worse. 
To his mind the man had no testamentary 
capacity at all. He had no will power. The 
man was in a state of semistapidity. 

Miss Josephine McCabe, who had been em- 
ployed as a servant by Mr. Becker, stated 
that when Mr. French read the will Mr, 
Becker said nothing and did not stir. Mr. 
French put Mr, hacker's hand to the fountain 
pen. She signed the will as a witness. 

Nurse M. Reddy stated that on the Óth of 
May she was attending Mr. Becker He 
did not kndw her, and was not glije to speak 
to her. She did not think that He was able 
t do any business on the /th of Mav. 

Michael Becker, the defendant, stated that 
he. went to India in connection with tea- 
growing in 1920, and returned in 1921. and 
| On 7th May, 1924, 
his father was not capable of transacting 
business or making a will. The witness 
could have all his property that day by sug- 
gesting it to him, The witness told Mr. 
French that his father was not able to make 
a will. In Noyember, 1923, his father was 
grumbling about the way that the business 
Was carried on. The witness was listening to 
Mr. French when he was preparing the will 
for his father on 7th of May. That night 
his father asked him what had happened, 
and the witness told him tha‘ they were all 
to get equal shares, and that “it was a fair 
enough will, except that Joe was in it also.” 
His father said to him to “get up in the 
morning the first thing and have Joe out 
ot the will.” 

At this stage the Court adjourned until 
this morning,

years. She was supposed to have married 
William Fox in America.

Counsel mentioned that the funds now

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consisted of £159 145, ld. cash, and £764

HEIR-AT-LAW IN AUSTRALIA, ' 

The matter of the estate of J. M. Barry, 
deceased, Barry v. Berry, was mentioned, on 
a summons for further consideration.

He 
died intestate in November, 1921, leaving his 
widow. He left personal estate and real 
estate in Gloucester place, Summerhill, and 
Lower Gardiner street, Dublin. Dr. Barry's 
father married three times, and, in con- 
sequence of difficulty in ascertaining who wes 
heir-at-law to the real estate, it became neces: 
sary to have an inquiry as to what real 
estate Dr. Barry had at his death and its 
value, and as to who was his heir-at-law. In 
the course of the proceedings advertisements 
were issued in papers in Newtosndinnd for 
James Barry, a full brother of the deceased, 
His death before Dr. Barry was presumed, 
and Edward Barry, a half-brother residing in 
Australia was found by the Chief Clerk to be 
heir-at-law, and the value of the real estate 
was found to be £1,665 13s. 4d. E 

An order was made adding the heir-at-law 
as a defendant, and ordering service of the 
decree.

QUESTIONS FOR DECISION 
UNDER A SETTLEMENT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUBTIC : 

In the case .of Lynch vit Melts “y and 
another, judgment was delivered in an ap- 
plication which came before the Court on a 
memorandum of the Chief Clerk for a deci- 
sion of the question whether the lands of 
Fanmore and Fanmore Beg, Co. Clare, which 
were pmemeye by Marcella Blake Forster, 
the deceased, who died intestate on the 
26th June, 1917 (the administration of whose 
estate formed the subject of the ereditors’ 
suit), in the Land Judges Court on February 
19th, 1897, are assets of the deceased, and 
distributable in the action as such, or sub- 
ject to the trusts of the marriage settle- 
ment, dated August, 1879, made on the mar- 
riage of the deceased lady to Francis Don- 
nell Blake Forster. 

There was a second question, his Tord. 
ship said, concerning which there was no 
real controversy—namely, whether the 
younger children under that settlement are 
entitled to claim that the real and personal 
estate of the deceased is liable to recoup the 
trustees of that settlement to the amount of 
£4,000, portion of the trust funds under that 
settlement, which was alleged to have been 
wrongly received by Marcella Blake Forster 
in her lifetime. 

A grant of administration was made to the 
deceased's eldest son, Francis Blake Forster, 
who died on 26th March, 1919; and a grant 
de honis non was made to Michael 
MacMahm, one of the defendants, on 30th 
July, 1919. The other defendant was Ethel- 
reda Blake Forster (now MacKenzie), per- 
sonal representative and universal legatee of 
Francis Blake Forster. An order for the 
administration of the real and personal estate 
a deceased was made on 7th February, 


His Lordship having reviewed the facts and 
law of the case at length, said that the 
declaration sought by Mrs. Comyn and Mr. 
0 Donnellan Blake Forster must be refused. 
There must be a declaration that the lands 
in question are part of the assets of the late 


accordingly, As regarded the second 
question in the memorandum, it ap- 
peared, he said, that in 1903 the then 
trustees handed over to Mrs. Blake Forster 
certain funds, which formed portion of the 
settled property. He had not the material 
before him at present to give any declara- 
tion as to the amount; but he would make 
a declaration that the younger children under 
the settlement ara entitled to claim, on behalf 
of the pe'scns interested under the gettlement 
as creditors in the administration, such sum 
as may have been advanced, subject, of 
course, to any defence that may be raised by 
anyone interested in opposing such claims.

APPEAL DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTIOE JOHNSTON.) 
Judgment was given in the case in which 
Patrick Kinnin, tenant, and Mary Matthews, 
landlord, appealed from the désision of 
Circuit Judge Doyle, dismissing an applica- 
tion for compensation for the malicious de- 
struction of a corn mill at Grange. Dundalk, 
which was burned on the night of the 12th 
Mareh, 1925. A considerable quantity of 
grain was also burned in the mill. Judge 
Doyle, while satisfied that the mill had been 
broken into, and that some property had 
been stolen from it, was not satisfied that 
it had been deliberately set on fire, and de- 
cided that as accident was not negatived the

REVIVAL OF * DEIRDRE”’ AT THE 
ABBEY 

Much interest attaches to the Abbey 
Theatre programme this week, It is made 
up of three plays, each standing out by itself 
as characteristic of differing forms of 
dramatic aft, Such a programme makes un- 
usual demands on all the resources of the 
Abbey Company of players and on its pro- 
ducer. The great adventure of playing on 
j the same night the classical “' Deirdre,’’ the 
dainty comedy, ‘‘ Damer’s Gold,” and a 
modern war stage cameo, was completely 
successfal. 

Expectation was centred mainly in the 
wo of Mr. W. B. Yeats s “ Deirdre.” It 
was Mrs. Patrick Campbell who played the 
Irish Helen the last time that the play was 
seen in Dublin. There were not a few in 
last night's audience who saw her in the 
part, and it was a tribute to Miss Eileen 
Crowe that it was from those old playgcers 
that the loudest expression of appreciation 
of her work was forthcoming. Miss Ria 
Mooney played the First Musician, the part 
that gave Miss Sara Allgood the start on 
her theatrical career. Mr. McCermick’s 
Naise was very effective, but most of all in 
the game of chess with Deirdre. Mr. M. J, 
Dolan gave a Fergus that was a clever in- 
terpretation of the author’s conception of the 
man as a mixture of chivalry and folly. Mr, 
John Stephenson’s Fing Conchubar also was 
verv good. For this revival the stage de- 
corations and costumes were designed by 
Miss Norah MacGuinness, the young Derry 
artist, The dresses were beautiful and the 
stage draperies nice to. look at, but the 
planning of the backcloth would not convey 
to even the mind steaped in symbolism the 
idea of a forest in a grey-blue light. The 
chess pieces—only six on each side, to be 
true to the iginals of the game—were 
specially turned by Dublin wood-turners for 
this production, 

The programme is opened by the latest 
addition to the Abbey repertoire, ‘‘ Ín the 
7one,” by Eugene O'Neill. This was brought 
to Dublin by the Drama League only a few 
weeks ago, when it was produced by Mr.

“ THE TOWER OF LIES.” 


Admirers of Lon Chaney have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing him in the Victor Seastrom 
production, “The Tower of Lies,”” at the 
Grand Central Cinema, Dublin, this week.

The Things That Matter. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
year 1925 tell a dismal story. Here 
are some of the facts. In comparison with 
the figures for 1924 the Free State’s im- 
ports fell from £65,800,000 to £60,500,000, 
and its exports from £48,448,000 to 
£41,774,000. With the addition of re- 
exports, amounting in round figures. to 
£1,000,000, there was an adverse balance 
for the year of £17,768,000. The principal 
cause of the heavy drop in exports was the 
remarkable decline in the cattle trade. 
In 1924 the Free State exported 948,908 
head of cattle to a total value of 
£17,274,713; last year the number fell to 
693,703, fetching only £12,995,192. Thus 
there has been a decline of about 25 per 
cent. in the country’s staple industry in 
the space of a single year. The case of 
bacon is almost equally alarming. Exports 
have fallen from £3,139,000 to £2,872,000, 
while imports have increased from 
£1,805,000 to £2,188,000. One of the 
greatest pig-raising areas in the world, 
therefore, is buying virtually as much 
bacon as it is selling—truly a preposterous 
condition of affairs. Butter, too, is on the 
downward grade. Exports have dropped 
from £4,000,000 to £3,648,000, but in this 
case imports also have fallen by £10,000. 
Whiskey is down from £397,000 to 
£245,000, and, although there is a com- 
pensating increase in the export value of

The identification of argon was followed 
swiftly by Ramsey's discovery of terrestrial 
deposits of the unknown element belong- 
ing to the same group. To-day the argon- 
helium series of elements not merely has 
been produced in the labomatory, but has 
entered into the service of civilisation. 
Helium, not being inflammable, is a safer 
gas than hydrogen for the lifting of air- 
ships. Argon is used to fill electric bulbs. 
Large natural deposits have been found 
of these gases, the very existence of which 
formerly was unsuspected—such are the 
surprises of Nature’s treasure trove. Last 
Saturday Sir Ernest Rutherford released 
an appreciable quantity of helium from a 
piece of radio-active metal, in which he

AMERICAN CURRENCY 
AND FINANCE. 


FINALITY NOT REACHED. 


(From A FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 

It might be inferred from the selection of 
Dr. Parker Willis, of New York, for the 
Chairmanship of the Irish Banking Commis- 
sion that the organisation of banking and 
currency in the United States has reached 
such a point of perfection that that country’s 
system is an obvious model for any young 
nation, such as our own, which seeks to put 
its own machinery upon a modernised basis. 
That this is not necessarily correct, and that 
finality has by no means been reached across 
the Atlantic, can be gathered from a close 
study of the New York financial papers, 
with which the writer is in close touch week 
by week. 
The McFadden Bill, now under considera- 
tion by the Senate Committee on Banking 
and Currency, and before which Dr. Parker 
Willis recently gave evidence, is merely 
another re-hash of the old controversy be- 
tween the relative advantages of the branch- 
bank system, as v-a know it in the perfection 
of its organisation. here in Ireland and in 
Great Britain, and the chains of isolated 
country or “ community ’’ banks, which are 
the feature of the United States. This bill, 
although it does not touch upon the more 
involved problems of. national currency 
policy, is but a symptom of the nervousness 
felt among financial circles in that country 
concerning such matters,» and has now 
culminated in an open letter addressed to 
the citizens of the Republic by ‘Congressman 
Charles N. Fowler, and backed up editorially 
ky the Commercial and Financial Chronicle, 
of New York, one of the leading economic 
weeklies. 
Introducing Mr. Fowler’s letter to his 
public, the editor admits that in its various 
di-cussions on the Federal Reserve system 
his paper has often alluded to the serious de- 
fects in the practical working of that system, 
‘‘defects that (to quote his own words) 
must be remedied if the system is to endure 
and the country to escape eventual disaster.’’ 
The paragraph of introduction concludes :— 
“ The lette: is a distinct and valuable con- 
tribution to the discussion of this great and 
grave question.”’ This is strong comment 
from the editor of an important financial 
publication in a country which since the war 
has been universally regarded, not merely 
among the uninitiated, but even among 
financiers and economists, as possessing an 
almost Calphurnian reputation in economic 
and currency matters. 


BAD AND GOOD MONEY. 


Mr. Fowler’s letter is far too long even trc 
be quoted fragmentarily here, but the gist of 
his argument is that the present United 
States currency system, which is a hybrid 
affair of gold, silver, gold certificates, silver 
certificates, Government securities, United 
States notes and Federal Reserve notes, will 
eventually succumb to the immutable 
nemesis of Gresham’s Law: that bad money 
drives out good. The fact, says Mr. Fowler, 
that the national banks are entitled to main- 
tain reserves in Federal Reserve Bank 
paper is certain eventually to drive the better 
money—gold—out of circulation and out of 
the country. He desires, as every sound 
theoretic banking economist desires, an im- 
mutable gold currency, with no paper garnish- 
ing. He admits that this would be a counsel 
of perfection, as there would not be enough 
gold to go round, but he objects strongly to 
dilution in order to make it do so—t.¢., an 
admixture off gold and paper on a pro rata 
basis : 40 per cent. gold reserve to a total 
100 per cent. paper, for instance. The effect 
of this, he states, would be to make the legal 


proportion, forty cents to the dollar, the 
value of the gold behind them. Rather than 
this he would advise the elimination of paper 
entirely, and if there were still insufficient 
gold to meet commercial needs, he would 
satisfy the demand by creating bank credit on a 
fixed ratio of bankers’ deposits or resources ; in 
other words, make cheques, bills and other 
instruments of credit take the place of the 
inadequate circulating medium But any ad- 
mixture of paper he detests as a plague. 


FAR FROM FINALITY. 


There are many points of Mr. Fowler’s 
indictment which are open to criticism, both 
destructive and constructive; but the writer 
wishes to emphasise not the fact that holes 
can be picked, if care is given to the picking, 
in Mr. Fowler’s suggestions, but rather that 
finality has by no means been reached upon 
the question, even in the United States and 
even in this year of grace 1926, of cre tiers: á 
credit and currency control. In this respect 
the British system, though admittedly at pre- 
sent in a stage of transition from war-time 
necessiti#s back to the (literally) Golden Age 
of currency honesty which existed in 1914, 
seems to have a great deal to be said on its 
behalf. Not only in currency matters, but 
in the realm of banking organisation, Mr. 


laid bare a good many deficiencies in the 
United States system, and have called atten- 
tion to a lack of coherent liaison and inter- 
play between State institutions and Federal 
institutions. In many ways, especially in the 
amalgamation of diverse country banks into a 
few large, inspiringly safe parent banks, 
British banking has progressed very much 
farther than has United States banking 
although we have still a great deal to learn 
from the States in such matters as the 
credit and the collection of iml eaten 
for such purposes. In this respect we are 
fortunate in having the office of Chairman of 
the Commission vested in a distinguished 
American, but the writer would have been

most unlikely that it will be accepted. It 
is held in industrial circles here that the 
present is not the time to add to restriv- 
tions already pressing too heavily on 
industry. The conference will be attended 
by all the Continental Labour Ministers. 


The Electricity Bill. 


In the Conseryative Party there is some 
little dissatisfaction over two features of 
the forthcoming Electricity Bill, and it is 
possible that some members of the party 
will offer determined Opposition to them. 
They are the powers to be given to the new 
Board, and the prcvision of guarantees 
similar to those provided under the Trade 
Facilities Act. The composition of the 
new Board will be an important. matter, 
and its members will be recruited. from 
among the leading men of the industry, 
while it will have to raise its own capital. 
The issue of electricity bonds is said to be 
the method which will be employed, and 
any surplus cash after making provision 
for interest and sinking fund will be 
devoted to improving the industry. 


Bicycle Regulations. 


The prospects of the Bill, introduced by 
Captain Brass, requiring all bicycles to 
carry rear reflectors, are doubtful, though 
it passed its first 1eading by 265 votes to 
71. On former occasions the - cyclists’ 
organisations have shown uncompromising 
hostility to the principle, on the ground 
that it is the duty of overtaking vehicles 
to avoid traffic moving at a slower rate. 
If these organisations continue of the 
same mind, and are able to enlist the 
support of the six million users of bicycles 
in this country to take united action, the 
opposition to the Bill will be sufficient to 
ensure its defeat. On the other hand, it 
is evident that some cyclists at least are 
in favour of the principle, as many have 
voluntarily adopted the use of the red re- 
flectors as a safeguard. Between the com- 
pulsory carrying of a red light and no 
light at all the reflector is a fair 
compromise 


The Army Estimates. 


The Army Estimates, to be introduced 
next week, will show a reduction of about 
two millions compared with last year’s 
figures, which were £44,500,000. Sir L. 
Worthington-Evans, in explaining the 
estimates, will reveal the deductions of the 
experts who were present at the manceuvres 
last autumn. There has been considerable 
controversy in service circles as to the 
lessons of the manceuvres, which were the 
first exercises on a large scale since 1913, 
and there is also divergency of opinion 
as to the success of the forms of mechanical 
transport employed. It 18 said that some 
of the heavy tractors proved too unwieldly, 
and that some of the lighter forms of 
transport were unsuitable owing to lack 
of power. That the process of mechanical- 
isation must be developed for military 
purposes is agreed, but opinions differ as 
to the particular type which should be 
employed. 


A March on London. 


A march of women on London is being 
arranged for May, when societies with 
over two million members will take part 
IR a Peacemakers’ Pilgrimage. The aim 
of the movement is to advance the ideals 
of arbitration, security and disarmament. 
The march on London will be made from 
six different centres, Edinburgh, Carlisle, 
Swansea, Penzance, Cromer and Brighton 
being the chosen points; and all the 
marchers are to arrive in London in time 
to take part in a mass demonstration in 
Hyde Park on June 19th. The marchers 
are to be led by a number of distinguished 
women, who will speak at meetings to be 
held at towns and villages along the route, 
and wherever it is possible demonstra- 
tions will be arranged. 


Trouble in Egypt. 


News received from Egypt of late is 
anything but reassuring concerning the 
political situation, particularly in Cairo. 
Lord Lloyd, owing to illness, has not been 
able to appear much in public, but he will 
soon -be resuming his duties, and it is 
feared that there will be trouble in the 
streets when he is seen about. Agitators 
are hard at work, and when the Horti- 
cultural Exhibition was to have been 
opened recently the malcontents were ex- 
pected to attend and to make a demonstra- 
tion. The Exhibition, however, was burned 
down, and the ceremony and demonstra- 
tions perforce had to be abandoned. 


The Late Mr. Carlisle. 


The funeral of the late Mr. Alexander 
Carlisle at Golder’s Green Crematorium 
to-day was carried out on the lines laid 
down by himself. No sort of religious 
ceremony was performed, and, while 
there was music, it was of a character 
seldom heard at a funeral, consisting of 
selections from Schumann and Mendelssohn. 
No clergyman was present to receive the 
members of the family, numbering about 
a dozen, including Lady Pirrie (sister) 
and Baroness von Versen (daughter), The 
coffin was draped in purple, adorned with 
some beautiful fiowers. The relatives, 
kneeling, waited until it disappeared into 
the cremation chamber. The Baroness was 
deeply affected, and as soon as the casket 
passed from sight she was led out to one 
of the waiting cars and driven away.

The other new arrivals are specimens 
brought home by Sir Robert Woods, Presi- 
dent of the Society, on his return fr 3 
his voyage to Malaya. The Siamese croco- 
dile is small at present, and as yet the 
authorities at the ‘‘ Zoo’’ have not had to con- 
sider how they will obtain supplies of what 


is said to be its true food—babies. So far, 
it has been content with meat and fish. 
Some tortoises were also in Sir Robert 


Woods’ collection. 

These, however, are- dull creatures, poor in 
reputation in comparison with the hs Chie y 
Fish of Siam—the Retta pugnax. So blood- 
thirsty are these that they must be kept 
strictly apart. Indeed, it is said that even 
the sight of one another rouses them to mani- 
festation of fury. The Siamese gather round 
a fight as Irish po troop to a cockfight; 
ang'“betting on the results is serious, indeed, 
whtn a man will. stake not merely his cash 
and his property, but his wife and family, 
and even his own liberty. 

The specimens brought by Sir Robert 
Woods are the first seen in Ireland. They 
are small—say, two inches or less in length— 
but the scales on their tiny bodies catch and 
reflect many changing colours from the a 

A particularly et É marked Indian python 
is another treasure in the same load, which 
also included another and smaller python, 
and a cobra, which at present is in a small 
cage within the enclosure occupied by the 
lizards given by Sir Robert Woods some time 
ago.

_ PRESIDENT’S BUSY DAY. 


RADICAL-SOCIA LIST 
ATTITUDE. 


PARIS, Monday. 

Among the members of the Radical-Socialist 
group in the Chamber, two schools of opinion 
are emerging, one of which favours the idea of 
a new Cabinet, with a leaning towards 
the Cartel des Gauches, and the other a 
Government of National Union, including all 
the Left Parties. This latter scheme appears 
to be most popular, especially among the 
other groups, and particularly those of the 
Centre, which are alarmed at the possibility 
that the present crisis may be prolonged. — 

At a meeting of the Radical-Socialist group 
to-day, M. Hugnet, acting on the advice of 
M. Lautier and M. Malvy, withdrew his pre- 
vious motion, pledging all the members of 
the group who had voted against M. Briand 
to refuse to take part in any new Ministerial 
combination. 

The President resumed his consultations. at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. He first received M. 
Millies Lacroix, President of the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, and conferred with 
him for half an hour. On leaving, M. Lacroix 
said, in reply to numerous questions: “I 
have given my opinion on the situation in 
general, without referring to anyone. in par- 
ticular.”’ 

M. Doumergue then saw M. Malvy, Pre- 
sident of the Finance Committee of the 
Chamber. On being asked, on his departure 
from the Elysée, whether there was any 
chance of a rapid solution, M. Malvy: re- 
plied—‘‘It is to the advantage of everyone 
that the crisis should be surmounted, but it 
is not likely that any appointment will be 
made before to-morrow afternoon.’’ 

The next person to be received by the Pre- 
sident was M. Cheron, the Reporter-General 
of the Finance Committee. 

The President later received M. Blum, 
with whom he conversed for a quarter of an 
hour... He had previously seen MM. Raoul 
Peret and Chaumet, who favour the chances 
of a Ministry of concentration of the Left, 
and consider that M. Briand will probably 
resume the Premiership. 

The President will continue his consulta- 
tions to-morrow. He will receive MM. 
Strauss, Herver, Flandin, Reibel, and other 
well-known politicians.

THE LOCARNO SPIRIT. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS.) 
GENEVA, Monday. 

Senhor Da Costa, Portugal, was. elected 
President to the present session of the 
League Assembly this afternoon by 36 votes 
out of 48 States voting. M. Zahle, Den- 
mark, received eight votes. They were the 
only candidates. On being clected, Senhor 
Da Costa delivered an eloquent speech, 
eulogising the work of the Locarno 
Conference, and urging the importance of the 
League in the interests of peace and con- 
ciliation. (Applause.). 

Addressing the League Assembly after his 
election as President, Senhor Da Costa said: 
““Our task to-day is one of immense im- 
port. It is no longer a question of estab- 
lishing the basis of the League’s constitu- 
tion, or the guiding lines for its work, but 
we have to-day to imprint on the League its 
definite character, and so to adapt it to cir- 
cumstances as to promote its essential.aims— 
namely, to assure peace, and to accelerate 
the progress of humanity. It is not the 
entry of a new nation into the League which 
gives this special Assembly its particular im- 
portance. There are other nations still out- 
side, including the great people of the United 
States. 

What gives this Assembly special signifi- 
cance is the penetration ‘and influencing of 
our decisions by what I may term the new 
spirit—the Locarno spirit—the spirit which 
leads Germany here, the spirit which makes 
of to-day’s paternity a fraternity that may 
extend to-morrow to all the nations 6f the 
world. 

Referring to Locarno, Senhor Da Costa said 
that he desired, in the name of the Assembly, 
to address most cordiaf and warm saluta- 
tions to all those who had contributed to the 
realisation of this admirable work, which 
opened up such happy prospects for. the 
future. Concluding, Senhor Da Costa de- 
clared that they should abstain from formu- 
lating depressing and paralysing hypotheses. 

The speech was. appreciated by the As- 
sembly, and was warmly applauded. 


AN ADJOURNMENT. 

After electing six Vice-Presidents and the 
members of two committees, one of which is 
to report on Germany’s application for ad- 
mission to membership, the League Assembly 
adjourned sine die.. The Committees will as- 
semble to-morrow. Although to-day’s pro- 
ceedings in the Assembly were purely formal, 
great interest was manifest on the part of the 
general public. all the galleries being packed 
with people. 


BRITISH DELEGATE’S VIEWS. 

Press ASSOCIATION SPECIAL ‘TELEGRAM. 

GENEVA, Monday. 

Inquiries in trustworthy quarters to-night 
show that no real progress has been made 
to-day towards reaching an agreement on the 
question of enlarging the League Council. 
lt has been all talk, s far, with no real 
result, though it is felt that the force of 
events is bound to produce something more 
tangible before long. The Committee, under 
the presidency of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
which was set-up by the Assembly to-day, 
is to meet at 4.30 to-morrow afternoon to 
consider Germany 's application for admission 
to membership of the League. 

A British delegate complained to-day’ that 
everybody refused to budge, but he said that 
obviously someone must do so before long. 
There would be more talking to-morrow, but 
apparently the German application must “go 
forward, and the election of Germany must 
duly take place. Sir Austen Chamberlain's 
Committee would report to-morrow, and the 
election would proceed. There was no 
definite plan as yet, continued my informant, 
but probably by Wednesday Germany would 
be duly elected a member of the League, and 
then came the question of a seat on the 
Council. Someone would have to move that 
Germany be elected a permanent member: of 
the Council, but the question of form and 
procedure had not even yet been considered. 

The spokesman in question concluded—No 
doubt some settlement will be reached; but 
whether it will, be unanimously accepted - is 
quite another matter. One absolute necessity 
is. patience, for very important interests of 
the League and of all the various countries 
are involved. I do not see a solution satis- 
factory to everybody, but patience is vital, 
even if everybody is detained longer.

A NATIONAL UNDERTAKING. 


The subject of over-taxation was raised by 
Sir Henry Forde, who proposed the following 
resolution :— 

“This Chamber is of opinion that it would 
prove satisfactory and economical if the con- 
struction of the roads throughout the country 
was taken out of the hands of local - uthorities 
and adopied as an national undertaking.”’ 

Sir Henry Forde said that they all realised 
how the present weight of taxation was bear- 
ing upon them. He did not want tf eay any- 
thing which might be taken as hosfile to the 
Government, because he quite realised what 
they were tp against, and the hard task 
with which they were faced.. He did. not 
think, however, it would do any harm if the 
Chamber; in. conjunction with the other 
Chambers of Commercé, who were doing so, 
should urge upon the Government the neces- 
sity of. doing everything in their power to 
reduce taxation. To his mind the present 
taxation was seriously hampering the develop. 
ment. of the country, and was respopsible for 
having things as bad as they are. Therefore, 
steps should be taken to reduce taxes as 
soon as possible. . They did not know what 
the Minister for Finance had in store for 
them in the next Budget, but he (Sir Henry) 
could not think for a moment that he could 
have increased taxation; rather must. there 
be some reduction: either in income tax or 
in some other fornf. 

It. is an imperative necessity, he continued, 
that something must be done to reduce taxa- 
tion. We are groaning under it and we can- 
not stand the strain any more. Not alone 
does that apply to national taxation, but it 
applies to local taxation also. Some of you 
here, who are members of the Corporation, 
might have something to say on that, 
but at any rate something must be done to 
reduce national and local taxation if the 
country is to be saved from a worse position 
than it is in at, present. 


LOCAL EXPENDITURE. 

Mr. M. 8. Breene, in seconding the resolu- 

tion, said that the Government should be 
called upon to reduce taxation. As Sir Henry 
had said, it was out of all proportion to what 
this country could afford to meet at the 
present time. They certainly should be able 
to. reduce expenditure somewhere or other, 
and cut their cloth according to measure. 
There should also be more foresight in local 
expenditure. They realised, of course, that 
there was a good deal of unemployment, 
which was very bad and had to be met in 
some way. Still, it must come sooner or ‘ater 
that taxation will have to be reduced to 
the proper proportion; otherwise the col- 
lectors would not be able even to collect the 
rates. 
Mr. Goodall said that he approved of the 
resolution. With regard to local taxation, 
one of the things which was very expensive 
on the rates at present was the cost of the 
roads. He was of opinion that the expenses 
should be taken over by the Government. He 
was quite aware the expense of the roads was 
heavy on local taxation, and it must ulti- 
mately reduce local taxation if: the matter 
was made a national charge.. There was no 
doubt, too, that the manner of making roads 
at present was very unsatisfactory. There 
should be some national scheme. of road- 
making carried out instead of, as in the past, 
doing the thing in little sections. 


HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS. 

Mr. T. F. H. Jacob said that it would 
be very helpful if they could give any 
indication as to where the Government could 
effect economies without affecting the pur- 
chasing power of the community. lt was a 
very difficult problem, but one which ought 
to taken into account-in proposing a reso- 
lution of this kind. They all complaisied 
of the presence of such charges as the un- 
employment dole and all that sort of thing; 
but if they reduced that how were the unem- 
ployed going to live? And the money thus 
expended would be reduced, Suggestions such 
as that would be very helpful, and he thought 
they ought to submit suggestions as well as 
resolutions. 

Mr. Arthur J» Phelan, replying to Mr. 
Jacob, said that the resolution really came 
to this—that they wanted the Government to 
embark on nothing but the most necessary 
expenditure. They should ask themselves. 
not was a thing desirable, but had they 
enough money to carry it out. They all knew 
that business men would in a good year effect 
improvements which they would not carry 
out in a bad year. 

We are not a rich people, said Mr. Phelan, 
and existing taxation is beating heavily on 
us All should try to consider in future 
expenditure what the paying — of the 
people was and keep expenditure - within 
necessary bounds.

M. BRIAND’S PRESTIGE. 

Telegraphing from Paris tast night, 7'he 
T'nnea Correspondent states :—M. Doumergue, 
the President of the Republic, returned to 
Paris from Lyons this morning at 8 o'clock. 
He was accompanied by M. Herriot, M. René 
Renoult, and M. Daniel-Vincent. The general 
verdict which emerges from to-day’s meetings 
and conyersatious is that M. Doumergue will 
probably press M. Briand very strongly to 
resume the responsibilities of Prime Minister. 
His prestige in the Chamber is unrivalled. 
Even among the Deputies who voted against 
the Government on Saturday morning there 
is great regret at his departure, and he could 
certainly step back into his former place and 
pick up the threads of Government quicker 
than anybody else. It is of the utmost 
importance that. the crisis should be settled 
promptly, as the League of Nations is waiting 
for a French Government to be constituted. 
However unwilling M. Briand may be to re- 
assume the thankless task, this argument 
will probably appeal to him strongly. If he 
accepts there will, of course, be some changes 
in the Cabinet; another Minister of Finance 
will have to be found instead of M. Doumer, 
and M. Caillaux’s name is being put forward 
by many. It is also probable that the 
Ministers most closely connected with the 
Cartel spirit, M. Chautemps and M. 
Daladier, would also not reappear. The new 
Cabinet. in this case would be slightly more 
to the Right than the last. 

If M. Briand refuses, there is a possibility 
that M. Herriot will be called upon. It is 
not by any means certain that. he would 
accept, but any decision would depend on a 
meeting which the Socialist-Radical Group 
will hold to-morrow morning. All this, how- 
ever, is: mére surmise.

Yesterday’s meeting of the India Legis- 
lative Assembly at Delhi was marked by a 
‘‘demonstration’’ on the part of the 
Swarajist members, who withdrew from 
the Chamber as a protest against the 
Government’s attitude towards the demand 
for constitutional reforms. 

The President of the Assembly there- 
upon pointed out that the Assembly was 
no longer representative, and in view of 
its present temper he adjourned the 
Assembly until to-day. 

The general opinion in Delhi is that 
the Government have scored all round. 


TIRED PANDIT. 


FAILURE CONFESSED. 
DELHI, Monday. 

The galleries of the Legislative Assembly 
were crowded with members of. the India 
Congress this morning in anticipation of a 
lively discussion on the demands for Budget 
grants. 

Mr. Jinnah rose and said that, in order to 
raise the question of constitutional advance, 
the diteaiid in connection with the travelling 
allowances of members of the Executive 
Council should be taken before the Customs 


grant, 
This, however, was rejected by 43 votes 
to 29, the Swarajists and non-official 


European members abstaining from voting. 
The Pandit, Motilal Nehru, then made a 
statement on behalf of his party. They 
were under a mandate, he‘said, and they 
intended to obey the programme laid down 
by the Indian National Congress. He de- 
clared that their co-operation had been 
declined and they had been ridiculed and 
humiliated. They had conveyed a message 
to the people of the United Kingdom that 
there would be no contentment in India unless 
the system was changed, but the stony hearts 
of bureaucracy remained obdurate. The 


reforms was dishonest. They knew that the 
Government _wielded enormous power, 
civil disobedience was not open to them. 
They had no object in trying to overthrow 
the mighty Empire. ‘They confessed their 
failure, but they did not resign the fight, 
and they would try and devise a means of 
compelling the Government to grant the 
demands of the nation. 

The Pandit, who appeared tired and did 
not speak with his usual vigour, concluded 
his attack on the Government, and then the 
whole Swaraj Party left the Chamber at his 
bidding. ‘There was no demoystration as they 
walked out. 

AN EMPTY GESTURE. 

Sir Alexander Muddiman, Home Member 
and Leader of the Assembly, then rose and 
said.that he deeply regretted the incident, 
and that they would miss the Pandit Motilal 
Nehru’s: speeches on the frontier policy and 
South African preblems. ; 

The impression formed by the walk-out. of 
the Swarajists, he continued, was that they 
had entered the Assembly wiih the idea of 
destroving rather than constructing How- 
ever, they had stayed in for two and a half 
vears, and were now making an empty gesture 
in a dving Parliament. This, to one like 
himself who sincerely desired to promote the 
interests of India, was most disappointing. 
He comforted himself, however, with? the 
thought that one was apt to look at these 


things from too near a point of view. One 
must trv and get a detached attitude. These 
politicians had abstained from the first 


Assembly, they had been in the second, and 
Sir Alexander was confident that those who 
remained to. come batk would serve the full 
term of the third Assembly. 

It was necessary, he said, not to, be too 
impatient witli an impulsive attitude which 
wonld he regretted. 

The Pandit Malaiviya said that he regretted 
that , the Government and the Opposition 
Benches had heen unable to agree upon pro- 
cedure before the House met. 


THE HOUSE ADJOURNED. 

Mr. Patel, the President of the Assembly, 
said that the Assembly was no longer repre- 
sentative, and it was for the Government to 
consider: whether it should continue to sit or 
rot. The question of whether the crisis could 
have been diverted by tactful handling was 
no question for the Chair. The House as 
now constituted would merely register the 
decrees of the Executive Government, so long 
as it functioned, and he advised 1t 
only to transact the business necessary 
for administration, and to avoid  contro- 
versial matter. It was his duty to 
see that the Government of India Act was 
not abused, and, in view of the present tem- 
per of the House, he adjourned the Assembly 
until to-morrow. ; 

His action came as a distinct surprise to 
the House. 

The Swarajists apparently intend to re- 
main in Delhi and draw their allowances, 
and they also intend to occupy their seats 
occasionally, so as to prevent their being de- 
clared vacant. : :

Captain .Charles Rose and the five hands 
~ of the three-masted schooner General Smuts 
were landed at Plymouth yesterday from the 
Hoiland-America’ © liner,; Volendam, which 
effected their ‘rescue im mid-Atlantic last 
Friday morning. The, cook had to be 
carried ashore for hospital treatment, but the 
others had recovered from the exposure and 
privations which they had undergone. 

The General Smuts was bound from 
Bonanzo, Spam, “vith salt to Grand Bank, 
Newfoundland. She left the Spanish port on 

. December 17, expecting to cross the Atlantic 
in about thirty days. The schooner was in 43. 
degrees W. on January 23, but was blown 
hack in the next fours days to 55 degrees W. 
Then her sails were blown away, but the 
spars and rigging stood. A second suit of 
sails was put on, but the first week of 
February saw them destroyed. . The British 
steamer Settler provided the helpless. vessel 
with supplies of biscuits, meat and sugar on 
February 2, when all the stores were ex- 
hausted; except a little flour. : ,. 

DAY AND NIGHT AT THE PUMPS. 

Gales continued to rage and the schooner, 
straining heavily, sprang a leak. The crew 
had to man the pumps day and night, but 
the water gained all the while. A freight 
steamer passed within a mile; but so wild 
was the weather that Captain Rose made no 
signals of distress, as no boat could have 
lived in the seas that were running. All hope 
had been abandoned when the Volendam saw 
sparks emitted from a torch hoisted to the 
schooner’s fore-topmast, Daylight revealed 
to the liner further distress signals, and a 
lifeboat from the Volendam was mancuvred 
alongside the schooner in a dangerous sea. 
The crew were too exhausted to jump and 
swim to the lifeboat. 

‘The passengers aboard the liner subscribed 
£80 for the relief of the rescued men. 


ND TARIFFS. 


OPINIONS IN CO. GALWAY. 

Speaking at a meeting held at Loughrea 
under the auspids of the County Galway 
Farmers’ Union, Mr. F. Ryan, Gurtywedden, 
advocated the policy of total prohibition of 
flour, bacon, and tinned meat imported into 
this country. He said that the wheat 
statistics of last year showed clearly that 
they should have cheap wheat, but the wheat 
speculators of the British islands, coupled 
with their friends in the United States, 
started an undue inflation on wheat values, 
and they raised the price. of wheat to such 
an extent that the cost of the sack of flour 
had to be raised 15s. 

Mr. M.: Derivan, Ballinakil, said that he 
opposed prohibition or the imposition of 
tariffs on imported bacon and flow: for the 
reason that they were the staple foods of the 
small farmer. If a tariff was put on -these 
articles it was the consumer who would haye 
io pay, the shopkeeper being merely plated 
in=thée position of tax collector for the Go- 
vernment. If they were left depending 
solely on the Irish miller they would have 
syndicates formed in this country charging 
what they liked for flour and wheat offals 
generally. Why, he asked, were the Irish 
mills closed down’? Because the wages paid 
in the working of those mills were too high, 
und vet England could send flour across and 
supply them at a cheaper rate than their 
own mills, 

Mr. F. Ryan said that Tie-adyocated total 
prohibition and total prohibition only. Tí 
they clamoured for cheap goods in this 
country they would eventually pay for that 
clamouring by this foreign ‘‘ trust’ or 
‘combine.”’ Speaking of the tax on boots, 
he said that they had no new factory be- 
cause of the import duty placed on this 
article, but if the Gevernment were cour- 
ageous enough to tell the people that they 
would have to go barefooted or manufacture 
the boots in their own country, they would 
have factories paving rates and contributing 
to the cost pf the upkeep of the country 
making boots in the Free State. That was 
the difference between a tariff and prohibi 
_tion. 

Mr. T. Crowe, Co.C., said that he believed 
that Free Trade was best, speaking strictly 
from the farmers’ point of view, but if they 
looked into the matter further they had to 
ask themselves tho question; Was it only 
Ireland's ambition to be an agricultural 
country, depending solely on her exports to 
other countries which would not accept their 
produce if these countries could @et it ~heaper 
elsewhere? They were depending solely on 
England for titeir cattle trade, but, as soon 
as cattle were got cheaper from Canada 


FARMERS A 
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England fell back on the latter, and 
the prospects were that the Irish 
cattle trade was going to he ruined, He 


asked the question: Were they going to re 
main content as an agricultural and pastural 
eountry, or did they agree with the Govern- 
ment in initiating the policy of tariffs for 
building up within the country diversified 
industries, so that in the course of a few 
vears the Irish farmer would not be depend. 
ing solely on her produce, but would have 
within the country itself a manufacturing, as 
well as an agricultura!, industry? He was 
thoroughly convinced that if the Government 
put a tariff on imported cats, the consumer 
of this product would not pay a higher price 
for it, and it would stimulate the produc- 
tion within their own shores of all they re- 
quired themselves. He believed that if a 
tariff was put on American bacon, it would 
be a great stimulus for the production of 
pigs in this country, and would surely in- 
crease the amount of wealth produced within 
their own shores, 

The future of the Trish agricuégiral in- 
dustry, he said, depended largely upon what 
decisions would be taken by the Govern- 
ment in the near future with regard to 
tariffs on agricultural produce.

That little, if any, support, will be forth- 
coming for the leader's motion would seem to 
be indicated by the twenty-odd resolutions 
following. One of them, in Father 
O'Flanagan’s name, reads: “ That it is in- 
compatible with the fundamental principles 
of Sinn Fein, as it is injurious to the honour 
of Ireland, to send representatives into any 
usurping Legislature set up by English law 
in Ireland.”’ N 

It is significant that at least three branches 
should call for a complete abstention from 
political activity for the next few years, and 
the following resolution in the name of Cork 
City Comhairle Ceanntair is expected to

BEAUPARC COPPER MINES. 
Le 
CANADIAN CAPITALISTS’ VIEW. 


A few months ago reference. was made 
at the meeting of the Meath County Council 
to the Beauparc copper mines. A native of 
Drogheda (a relative of the Town Clerk), 
who is connected with the mining industry 
in Canada, saw an account in the Irish Press, 
and wrote a letter to Mr. T. Bowens, who 
was the principal speaker on the subject at 
the County Council meeting. The gentle- 
man, Mr. J. P. Connolly, writing from 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada, said ;:— 

‘“*T am connected with the quarries here, 
and have an intimate association with the 
Canadian copper mines and their capitalists, 
expert engineers and geologists. I would ‘be 
interested in receiving from you ‘a small 
sample of ore from the Beauparc .copper 
mines. ’’ 

Mr. Bowens accordingly procured several 
samples of the ore—taken at various depths— 
from the Beauparc mines and sent them to 
Mr. Connolly. 

Mr. Bownes has just received the following 
reply :-- 

Coe Hill Granites, Ld., 
28 Foy Buildings; Toronto, 
23rd February, 1926. 

Dear: Srr,—I regret the delay in answer- 
ing your kind favour and acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the copper ore samples you were 
good enough to send me, but I was awaiting 
inspection and test on same, I regret to 
state that my geologist and mining friends 
have come to the conclusion that although 
your samples were good the cuestion of re- 
fining this ore, which process would entail a 
large amount of equipment and a big ex- 
penditure of capital, at your distance they 
were not interested in the development of the 
Beaupare copper mines. 

As they ure heavily interested in copper 
mines in Northern Ontario, Canada, they 
could not see their way clear to invest in 
the Irish mining field, and I arsure you that, 
apart altogether from a monetary interest: in 
this venture, I would have been keenly in- 
terested in getting the old Beauparc mings, 
so close to my home town, going again if it 
were possible to do so.—Yours very truly,

REDUCING. THE ESTIMATES. 
The Monaghan County Council spent 


several hours yesterday discussing the esti. 
mates for the coming twelve months. 

An estimate of the liabilities and assets of 
the Council for the remainder of the presen: 
financial year, inclusive of the overdraft of 
nearly £30,000, shows that, after all pay- 
ments are made and income lodged, the 
Council will be in debt to the extent of at 
least £20;000. The debt has Been gradually 
accumulating since the summer of 1923. 

The estimate of roads 
year ending 3lst March, 1 as reduced by 
the Finance Committee, provides for £35,260 
being spent on all road works (including the 
running costs of machinery). It also pie: 
vides for the instalments and - interest 
amounting to £1,923,.on foot of a loan of 
10,000 advancéd last September, and t 
eémtribution of £875 towards roads retis 
works, which the Council undertook to 
vide when the Government agreed to give a 
relief grant of £3,000. ‘To this has to be 
added salaries and expenses, amoutiting te 
£3,190, which, together with £9,000 of the 
debit balance, makes £50,248, 
In the Board of Health poor relief demand 
there is an increase of over £4,000 from last 
year, in addition to the transfer te the 
County Council of the liabilities for pensiotis 
and superannuations of ex-union _ officers, 
amounting to £1,749. There are also in- 
creased demands for the mental hospital and 
the courthouse. 

The rates in the £ on the sums recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee work out 
ai 6s. 31d. in the £ on iand and 8s. 10d. on 
hereditaments for general charges, which 
means an average of 6s. 8d. in the £ on 
smaller farmers, as their valnation on build- 
ings is generally only one-seventh of the 
Valuation on land. But for the deficit and 
the increased demands of institutions the 
rate would only have been about 4s. 3d. on 
land and 6s. 10id. on buildings, as the 
£17,000 deficit, repayments on lean of 
£10,000, and the increases amount to 2s. 

The Secretary explained that the roads 
estimate had already been reduced by £3,000. 
Senator Toal explained the causes which 
led to the present increases, for which neither 
the Council nor the officials were responsible. 
Lf they took the last five vears they would 
fmd that the county compared favourally 
with any county in Irqjend, and had main-~ 
tained all the services Well. Mr. Kilpatrick, 
at the Fermanagh Council; had stated that 
Monaghan rates were double those in Fer.

To- 
day we have had just over 150 applicants, 
and food tickets have been issued to them.”

value. ‘There were many things that the 
tickets did not cover, such as rent and cloth- 
ing; and many of the unemployed were on 
the verge of eviction because they could not 
pay rent. They demanded, he said, £2 a 
week minimum per man, plus two bags of 
coal. The Commissioner’s condition that the 
recipients of relief tickets should be put to 
work in return-he regarded as a.step in the 
direction of ‘‘ blaeklegging.’’

MODERN ART. 
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AN INTERESTING DISCUSSION. 


Modern art—or, rather, manifestations of 
“advance” by representatives of the 
“modern art’’ movement—found but one 
champion in the discussion that followed the 
reading of a paper, written by André Lhote, 
at Mr. Daniel Egan’s Gallery, 38 Si 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, last night. A 
large company enjoyed the discussion, which 
was conducted in the midst of the pictures 
included in the exhibition of modern French 
art organised by Mr. Egan. Some of the 
pictures are examples of the work of the 
advanced school, for whom M. Lhote is 
expositor. 
r. Paul Henry read the paper in transla- 
tion. 
link modern painting with classical painting. 
He analysed the work of the Primitives, 
examined the respects in which the Renais- 
sance painters filled up certain deficiencies 
of the .Primitives—notably in regard to 
perspective ; and went on to define the work 
of the Impressionists in correcting a deficiency 
in colour representation, introducing, as he 
ut it, a perspective, this time, of colour. 
hese were steps towards the illusion of 
reality. An.apple known to be red was not 
to be painted red: no palette contained all 
the shades which a white wall took from 
its surroundings, and a white patch was not 
sufficient to represent a white wall. ‘rhe 
aspect in which objects were represented 
was chosen by the painter, and the repre- 
sentation of the objects varied according to 
the aspect. From that stage the modern 
painter passed to organisation of his subject, 
to suit himself, according to his inclination. 
PRIMITIVES. 
Mr. Lynn Doyle, who opened the discus- 
sion, at once challenged the argument of the 
paper by disputing the author's description 
of the» Primitives, and denied that anything 
done by the Primitives could be used as 
arguments to justify the productions of the 
cubists. The traditional painters had means 
with an infinite range of creating in others 
the emotion they felt. The cubist had not 
that means: his symbols were purely 
arbitrary. 
Mr. Doyle was racily amusing in the terms 
by which he described cubist productions— 
some -hanging on the wall beside him as he 
spoke a others seen elsewhere. One, he 
said, looked to him like a liver with a most 
frightful. past: another ‘‘the viscera of a 
mountain that I can only call indecent.’’ He 
could not understand the emotions sought to 
be conveyed by a cross between a square of 
linoleum and an attack of sea-sickness; and 
it was impossible to tell whether a certain 
canvas was a yelp of agony over disappointed 
love or the paroxysms of an earth-worm 
suffering from  sea-sickness. Lhote’s own 
igh of the poft of Stockholm was like 
its of a stained “glass .window swept up 
after a fire. It was not right to expect the 
beholder to perform in his mind the synthesis 
which the artist himself performed. A 
picture of the Eiffel Tower, which had been 
referred to in the lecture as an example of 
the new school, was described by Mr. Doyle 
as looking like a view of Sackville street after 
somebody had been trying to save Ireland, 
At the same time, he welcomed the evidence 
of an inquiring mind in the new movement— 
an effort to get away from mediocrity and 
mere following of recipes. The wave might 
go too far, but after it had receded some- 
thing of value would be left. 
~ NEW SCHOOL DEFENDED. 


Mr. Richard Rowley was the defender of 
the new. school. He said that Mr. Lynn 
Doyle’s speech was simply an admission of 
inability to understand modern painting. The 
problem set in modern art of all kinds was 
the psychological condition of the artist in 
the moment of creation. Painters of the

A PICTURE SHOULD SPEAK. 

Mr. T. Bodkin, Mr. George Atkinson and 
Mr. Dermod O'Brien followed in _ speeches 
expressing various degrees of scorn for the 
productions of the artists, and contesting the 
arguments of the lecture. A common point 
with all three was that a picture should 
speak for itself, and should need no third 
party to explain its intentions. Mr. Bodkin 
pointed to the amount of exposition with 
which it seemed necessary to accompany the 
sroductions of the new artists; Mr. Atkinson 
dei that they had exalted the ineptitudes of 
other artists, exaggerating, for instance, the 
deficiencies of Cézanne, who had admitted 
himself as a “ fumbler ” in some aspects of 
technique; and Mr. Dermod O’Brien said that 
he felt that they were trying to pull his leg, 
a process to which he objected.
